Biographies 


U of T12tet 

The University of Toronto 12tet is a contemporary ensemble comprised of students in the Bachelor of Jazz Performance 
program. Since its creation in 2012, the ensemble has established itself as a vehicle for elite players and composers in the 
university program and beyond. The band has been featured frequently at the Rex Hotel and in U of T’s Walter Hall with 
guests who rank among Canada’s most prominent jazz musicians. The 12tet recorded and released its first album, Rebirth, in 

2013. 

Smaller than a traditional big band, the 12-piece format allows more freedom for soloists while still offering a wide range 
of ensemble textures. The 12tet sound pays tribute to classic bands - taking cues from Art Pepper Plus 11 and The Rob 
McConnell Tentet — while also stepping further by embracing more contemporary rhythmic and harmonic inspirations. 

Onstage, the band is self-directed. In the rehearsal studio, the 12tet is led by Terry Promane (director of Jazz Studies), known 
for his work with many JUNO award-winning and nominated bands including The Dave Young/Terry Promane Octet, Mike 
Murley Septet, The Rob McConnell Tentet, The John MacLeod Orchestra, The Carn/Davidson 9 and The Kirk Macdonald 
Jazz Orchestra. 

Jim Lewis 

Jim Lewis is a freelance trumpet player, improviser, composer/arranger and currently a lecturer at The University of Toronto. 

In 2004 he completed a Masters Degree in Performance (Concentration in Jazz) at the University of Louisville, where he 
studied trumpet performance with Dr. Michael Tunnell, composition and arranging with John LaBarbera and improvisation 
with Jamey Aebersold. 

Lewis’ early performance credits include Rainer Weins’ Silk Stockings (Donde esta el Mercado). Over the years Lewis has 
performed with many of Canada’s finest improvisers, and is currently a regular member of the Frank Lozano Group ( Colour 
Fields), Christine Duncan’s Element Choir ( Live at Rosedale United, Element Choir & William Parker - At Christ Church Deer 
Park), Mark Segger Sextet (The Beginning), an improvising trio with Andrew Downing and Jean Martin (On a Short Path From 
Memory to Forgotten) and the 2015 Juno-nominated Bristles Trio with Andrew Downing and David Occhipinti (Bristles). In 

2014, he was featured at the FONT (Festival of New Trumpet Music) Canada Festival in Montreal. Lewis can be heard in clubs 
in the Toronto area, and across the country as a sideman with various other groups, and has played Jazz Festivals across 
Canada, and in the United States and Europe, with many of Canada’s most creative jazz musicians and improvisers. 

Lewis is the musical director of the Ottawa Jazz Festival’s annual ‘Youth Jazz Summit’ and the ‘Stingray Rising Stars’ bringing 
together Canadian jazz students aged 17-22 to rehearse, workshop and perform during the Ottawa Jazz Festival. He has 
adjudicated festivals and presented workshops across Canada and in the USA, including clinics, a research paper and 
performing groups at the International Association of Jazz Educators Conferences in Chicago, New York, Anaheim and New 
Orleans.
